When the dust settled on opening day of SOS, Section 41 found that it had 13 leaders assigned 
in addition to the section leader, ‘‘Whispering” John Wilson.

After graduating from the U.S. Military Academy in 1930, General Sweeney has had a colorful and interesting career. He 
has commanded a squadron at Hawaii, a Task Group at the Battle of Midway, the 15th Air Force in California, and is pre- 
sently Commander of the famous 8th Air Force at Westover AFB Massachusetts.........He has served as Chief of Staff and 
Deputy Commander of the 73rd Bomb Wing; Director of Plans for the Strategic Air Force, Pacific Ocean Area; as a member 
of the Joint War Plans Committee forthe Air Force; and as Director of Plans, Headquarters Strategic Air Command.
